Election/Restrictions

III. Claims 15-16, drawn to transmission of text and graphics, classified in class 725, 
subclass 468. 

IV. Claim 17, drawn to switching between video channels, classified in class 348, 
subclass 487. 

V. Claims 18-20, drawn to slot assignment with an alarm system, classified in class 
370, subclass 437. 

VI. Claim 21, drawn to channel security, classified in class 380, subclass 277. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions Group I and Groups II- VI are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention Group I has utility as a voice and 
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data communication system over a TV network has separate utility such as an alarm system. See
